Briest airfield. 4 radio installation with four masts was 


located near Kkilometerstone 2.2 on the Plaue-Briest road, 

109 meters west of the road in tne extension of the runway. (1) 
A conerste structure, the larger portion of which was under 
ground, was in the middle of the square of masts, 4 rotary 
searchlight, between the radio installation and a canal, 
started operating at about 10 p.m, On MS 2 10230 pum., 25X1C 
4t was observed that the searchlight rotated cloch-wise. 

Tt flashed about six to eight times at irregular intervals 
within thirty minutes. The searcalight pointed twvard Plaue. 
when on or when being switched off. Two radio masts were 

seen side by side south of the flight control station on the 
southern edze of the field. .
